Last Sunday night at the Fundamentalist Baptist Tabernacle, 
I preached on this subject. The crowd was large. The interest was 
so great that I am certain part of the message ought to be put in 
print. If the interest justifies, I shall write a pamphlet on the subject 
for widespread distribution throughout the United States. 

The Townsend Plan is a subject for gospel preaching, because 
it deals with terms on which the Bible has a clear teaching. Prob- 
lems of poverty, depression, unemployment, want, crime, and charity 
are dealt with in the Bible. The Bible is the most up-to-date book 
in the world. The believing Bible student knows why the depression 
is on the world, why unemployment, crime, poverty and national 
disaster must be faced. 


Claims Made For The Townsed Plan 

The so-called Townsend Plan is presented as a remedy for nearly 
all our troubles. The Townsend literature claims that this Old Age 
Revolving Pension Plan will: 

Restore national prosperity, 

Provide immediate employment for all. . . 
wage, 

Reduce crime, 

Greatly reduce present taxes, 

Sustain itself with a 2% transaction tax without government aid, 

Balance the budget by enabling the government to discontinue 
the present waste of funds through insufficient and inefficient relief 
activity and to discontinue military persions to veterans of sixty 
years of age and over. 

Other Townsend lecturers and writers say, “It will solve nine- 
tenths of our problems.” Read headlines of a recent issue of The 
National Townsend Weekly, the official organ of the movement, say, 
“The Plan Will End All War.” Again»Dr. Townsend, in his booklet; 
“The Townsend Plan,” says: “Poverty, once considered a natural 
curse which the human race was doomed to endure, can and will be 
abolished in the United States within the next five years never to 
return.” He also says that “It will remove to a large extent the in- 
centive for crime,” and elsewhere tells us that it will remove all 
lust for wealth. 

Some of the paid lecturers and speakers for the plan claim that 
it was inspired of God. Surely if it will forever end poverty in five 
years, immediately restore prosperity, immediately employ every 
person who will work at a standard living wage, reduce the incentive 
to crime, and abolish the lust for money, the Townsend Plan is the 
greatest benefaction ever offered to mankind! But it is not that. 
It a delusion, one of the many ways men devise to bring in prosperity 
and happiness without righteousness. The plan itself is unscriptural 
and certain to fail of its objects as other human plans that are con- 
trary to the Bible and ignore the need for God always have failed. 


What "The Townsend Plan" Is 

Dr. Francis E. Townsend, a physician of California, is the author 
of the plan and calls it “The Townsend Old Age Revolving Pension 
Plan.” There are over ten million people in America above sixty 
years of age. The plan proposes that the government pay each such 
citizen, man and woman, white and black, $200.00 a month on a con- 
dition that they are not habitual criminals, that they leave off gain- 
ful occupations, and that they spend the entire $200.00 within thirty 
days. That would mean an outlay of two billion dollars a month, 
twenty-four billion dollars a year. The total income of every man, 
woman and child in the United States last year was less than forty- 
seven billion dollars. Thus, ten million people, one-twelfth of the 
population, doing nothing, would be paid by taxation more than one- 
half the income of the other one hundred ten millions in the nation! 

The Townsend Plan proposes to raise this enormous sum by @ 
two per cent tax on every business transaction. But this plan guar- 
antees to reduce present taxes, balance the budget, insure national 
prosperity, and bring a total and immediate end to unemployment. 
Its advocates claim that money would have to circulate so fast, spent 
by the oldsters who must distribute $200.00 a month, that it would 
cure practically all evils. 

The plan is economically visionary and impractical as we will 
show later, but worst of all, it directly opposes the Word of God. 
But let us weigh the Townsend Plan by the Bible. The Bible has a 
plan for the care of the aged. It has a plan for prosperity. It pro- 
vides a way of reducing crime and anxiety. The Bible has the only 
workable plan for guaranteed social security. 


Children to Care for Their Own Parents 

A Townsend Plan lecturer wrote on literature that he handed me, 
“Honor thy father and thy mother that thy days may be long in the} 
land that the Lord thy God giveth thee.’ The Townsend Plan makes 
this possible.” But that is not true; the Townsend Plan does not 
make it possible to keep this command of God. Has it been impossible 
throughout the ages to honor one’s father and mother as the Lord

at a standard living 
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commanded? On the contrary, the Townsend Plan proposes to let the 
government honor father and mother and have the individual son 
and daughter to quit honoring them in the way that the Lord com- 
manded. As Jesus interpreted this command, it means for sons and 
daughters to provide for their own mothers and fathers. 


This is made clear in Mark 7:3-13 which says: 


’ "Eor the Pharisees, and all the Jews, except they wash their hands 
oft, eat not, holding the tradition of the elders. 

4. And when they come from the market, except they wash, they 
eat not. And many other things there be, which they have received 
to hold, as the washing of cups, and pots, brasen vessels, and of 
tables. 

5. Then the Pharisees and scribes asked him, Why walk not thy dis- 
ciples according to the tradition of the elders, but eat bread with 
unwashen hands? 

6. He answered and said unto them, Well hath Esaias prophesied 
of you hyprocrites, as it is written, This people honoureth me with 
their lips, but their heart is far from me. | 

7. Howbeit in vain do they worship me, teaching for doctrines the 
commandments of men. oe 
8. For laying aside the commandment of God, ye hold the tradition 
of men, as the washing of pots and cups: and many other such like 
things ye do. 

9. And he said unto them, Full well ye reject the commandment 
of God, that ye may keep your own tradition. 

10. For Moses said, Honour thy father and thy mother; and, Whoso 
curseth father or mother, let him die the death: 

11. But ye say, If a man shall say to his father or mother, It is Cor- 
ban, that is to say, a gift, by whatsoever thou mightest be profited by 
me; he shall be free. . 
12. And ye suffer him no more to do ought for his father or his 
mother; 

13. Making the word of God of none effect through your tradition, 
which ye have delivered: and many such like things do ye." 


The Pharisees in the time of Christ had a similar idea to the 
Townsendites. They allowed a man to say to his father or mother, 
“It is Corban,” that is, My money is a gift or consecrated to some 
other purpose, and then he was not expected to care for his own 
mother or father. Jesus said that violated the plain command of 
the Bible, “Honour thy father and thy mother,” “making the Word of 
God of none effect’”’ The Townsend plan encourages men and women 
to ignore the plain command of God about honoring parents. It 

. proposes to take billions of dollars by taxation to do that which God 
commands every son and daughter to do for his own father and 
mother. 

The same teaching is given in Matthew 15:4, 6 and Jesus plainly 
says that the one who does this ‘honors not his father or his mother.’ 
The Townsend Plan would teach children not to honor their parents 
but to leave it to an overburdened government harassed by a debt 
of billions to care for their aged parents. 


Bible Says One Who Provides Not For His Parents Has Denied 
The Faith and Is Worse Than an Infidel 


This subject is discussed again in the New Testament. I Tim. 
0:3 and 4 says: 
“Honour widows that are widows indeed. 
But if any widow have children or nephews, let them learn first to 
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shew piety at home, and to requite their parents: for that is good and 
acceptable before God." 

Here the command of God is that widows should be supported 
by their relatives and parents should be “requited” by their children. 
And we are told that this is “to shew piety at home.” Religion re- 
quires it, and this is acceptable to God. 

The Townsend Plan advocates talk about “paying back’”’ the old 
people, and the plea is made that an old couple past sixty should 
have $400.00 to throw to the winds each month, that “they have 
earned it.” The old couple has earned something but they did not 
earn it from the world. The land they farmed is no better than it 
was, sometimes not so good. The food they raised has been eaten, 
the clothes they made have been worn out. Automobiles, tractors, 
plows, machines they manufactured are already on the junk heap. 
Even the houses they built, in a few years are out of date and are 
torn down. The wealth of the nation must be recreated every few 
years. The old couple did not earn enough permanent wealth to pay 
them $400.00 a month. But they did earn something for their children, 
and the Bible commands that the children shall “requite their parents: 
for that is good and acceptable before God.” The Bible teaches that 
children owe their parents honor and support when they are old, but 
that the government does not. 

Verse 8 below, speaking still about widows and parents, says, 


"But if any provide not for his own, and specially for those of his 
own house, he hath denied the faith, and is worse than an infidel." 


If any provide not for his own (widows of his own kin or his 
own parents) he not only makes of none effect the Word of God, 
as Jésus said in the Scriptures quoted above, but he denies the 
Christian faith and on this matter is worse than an infidel. Even in- 
fidels customarily believa in caring for their parents when they are 
old, and a Christian who will not do so shames his religion. He does 
not “shew piety. at home,” as verse 4 says. The religion of Christ 
requires the kind of religion at home that will provide for one’s own 
parents and the support of widows by their children and nephews. 

Churches in New Testament times sometimes cared for widows 
past sixty, provided they had only been married once and had been 
diligent, hospitable, faithful Christians (I Tim. 5:10). But even 
in that case the church was never to care for a widow, however 
good she had-been, when she had relatives. In this same capter, 
I Timothy 5:16 says; 

“lf any man or woman that believeth have widows, let them relieve 
them, and let not the church be charged; that it may relieve them 
that are widows indeed." 

We see, then, that the Townsend Plan and the Bible plan for 
caring for the aged, are in direct opposition. The Townsend Plan, 
like that of the Pharisees, would make the Word of God of none 
effect, and teach children not to honor their fathers and mothers 
It would make Christians dény fhe faith and be worse than infidels. 
Christiang who allowed their parents to be cared for by the Town- 
send Plan, ‘would not be ‘shewing piety at home,’ according to the 
Word of God. 

The Townsend Plan Would Make Prodigal Sons and Daughters 


Out of Every Person Past Sixty 

Remember that prodigal.means spend thrift. I do not mean that 
every person past sixty would ‘devour his living with harlots’ as 
the elder brother said the prodigal boy did, whose story is told in 
Luke 15:11-32. The fundamental thing that was wrong about the 
prodigal boy was that he had a lot of money to spend which he did 
not earn, and he wasted it. There is something fatal about easy 
money. There is a curse in the spending of unearned wealth. It has 
been proven thousands of times by living parents who earned their 
money and then lavished it upon sons and daughters who did not 
work. That course always has led to the hog pen and always will. 
“Easy come, easy go” is a well known proverb among gamblers and 
crooks. There is no surer way to ruin a boy and girl than to give 
them more money to spend than for actual necessities and to allow 
them to spend without earning. The same plan applies to old people. 
The well known saying, “There is no fool like an old fool” is still true. 
God recognized this trait of human character. There is an inherent 
tendency in the human heart, which tendency needs to be kept down 


by toil. No sooner did God put Adam and Eve outside the Garden

7 Work is not a calamity either for the young or aged. Work 

~ is a blessed provision of a merciful God to keep us from sin, to 


develop our~-characters, to bring us peace and contentment. The 
Townsend Plan expects to hire men and women not to work, as the 
New Deal government hires farmers not to raise hogs, not to raise 
/ , cotton, wheat, etc. Many business men break down in health and soon 
die when they retire from the interest and regularity of work. 

In Bible times there were some who wanted to eat without 
working, even as some want to do today. To them the command of 
God, through His apostle Paul, is: 


“For even when we were with you, this we commanded ros, that 
if any would not work, neither should he eat.” (Il Thess. 3:10). 


Honest people ought to earn their keep. Little children ought to 
, be taught to work. Old people ought to have the joy and safety of 
doing such honest work as they can do to earn their way. This is 
the plan of God. 

To be sure, the Bible makes room for the care of the helpless 
poor. But neither precept nor example throughout the Bible ever 
hints that old people should be barred from work and paid twice what 
the average man earns, to sow to the winds and reap the whirlwinds. 
The Townsend Plan is utterly foreign to the spirit of the Bible. In 
fact it is dishonest and unfair. 

The whole world these days is obsessed with the desire to get 
something for nothing. Gamblers and thieves all work on the theory 
\ that the world owes them a living without working. They try to 
+ get something for nothing. They do not want to work for an honest 
living. Multitudes of honorable men and women on high principle 
would refuse to take a life of shameful ease, the life of an idle 
spend thrift, at the cost of others. To take either by force of the 
ballot or at the point of a gun, money from the hard working man 
who earns it, and give it to the idle spend thrift who does not earn 
it, is essentially dishonest and wicked. My own father would have 
spurned it and multitudes of others who are Christians and who be- 
lieve the Bible would do the same. 


Why Some Preachers Endorse the Townsend Plan 

Many fine Christian people endorse the Townsend Plan. They 
are sincere and patriotic. They believe the rantings of that group 
of paid vigionaries who say the Townsend Plan is the panacea for 
all our ills. The average man or woman is not a student of econom- 
. les or government. But sadder still, the average Christian is not 
much of a student of the Bible. Unbiased and faithful Bible students 
must know that the Townsend Plan violates the spirit and the com- 
mands of the Bible. 

Worse yet, the Townsend Plan deliberately appeals to the cupid- 
ity, the love of money of men and women. Eve was easy to per- 
suade that the forbidden fruit would be good for her because she 
liked the looks of it. Promise a man $200.00 a month and his wife 
$200.00 a month for doing nothing and it is easy to persuade him 
. that he would save the nation by accepting these riches as a free gift! 


The average preacher gets less than $200.00 a month. Preachers 
who are employed often tremble for fear they will offend a denomi- 
J‘ national leader or some worldly banker or business man in the church 
or some card playing, dancing, choir member or ladies aid worker and 
so lose his job. The average preacher looks too much to men and 
not enough to God and this is the reason he puts up with all the 
worldliness of the average modern church. Besides that, many, many 
preachers are unemployed these days. Naturally they want money 
to spend just as others do. And the average preacher believes that 
if the old people of his congregation were given $200.00 a month 
to spend as they like, he would get some of it, directly or indirectly. 
So many preachers favor the Townsend Plan. But they would not 


- 
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favor it for Scriptural reasons, since the Bible certainly opposes the 
principles of the Townsend Plan. 


The Townsend Plan Opposes God's Plan for Prosperity 

For the Townsend Plan, big things are claimed, and plausable 
arguments are made. But those arguments are not well based, and 
it is easy to show intelligent students of taxation, Government, money 
‘and commerce that the Townsend Plan would fail. Higher taxes 
and increased Government spending do not mean prosperity. They 
never did, and they never will. If the billions put in circulation 
through relief, through race track gambling and through the return 
of booze do not bring prosperity, then we need not expect other bil- 
lions put in forced circulation by heavier taxes and increased cost 
of living to bring prosperity. There is sufficient economic reason why 
the Townsend Plan could not succeed, but that is not to be compared 
in importance with the divine reason for its certain failure. God's 
plan is economically sound, and any plan that offends God is eco-
